TAKE TWO FREIGHT THIEVES

Frantic Search for Friends.) 

The uninjured and those only slightly hurt 
joined in the work of relief. Many of them 
were searching for friends and relatives, 
and their weeping and wailing added to the 
horror of the scene.

One glance at the 
car showed it'to be a mass of human be- 
ings, backs of car seats, grips, faskets, and 
wearing apparel of all sorts, There was 
not a sign of life except that near his side 
the young man who had escaped death was 
struggling to get out. . 

King Family Loses Many. 

A large number of people were going from 
Knoxville to Newmarket to attend the fu- 
neral of W. R. King, a prominent citizen of 
that place, who died yesterday. James 
King, one of the dead, was a brother of W. 
R. King, and five members of the King fam- 
ily in all were killed, while several relatives, 
though not of the same name, were injured. 

Relief trains were dispatched from Knox- 
ville within an hour and all physicians in the 
vicinity of the wreck were doing what they 
could when the local corps arrived. The re- 
moval of the wreckage and the rescuing of 
the dead and wounded commenced imme- 
diately upon the arrival of this train. 


“any Die on Way to Hospital. 

The corps of physicians on the specia) 
train administered to the wounded, who with 
the dead were placed in a special train and 
brought to Knoxville, arriving here about 5 
o'clock. Six of the injured died while en 
route to this city. Some .of them were taken 
to the Knoxville genera! hospital and others 
to their homes or to the homes of friends. 

A local undertaker had received orders to 
have 150 cots in readiness, and these were 
at the Munson street crossing, where the 
dead and injured were removed from the 
train. Fully 2,000 persons’ had gathered 
about the Southern passenger station ex- 
pecting the train to unload at that place. 

The next train from the wreck arrived 
shortly aftér 8 o’clock. It brought the bodies 
of forty-three dead. The six others who 


L died en route bring the list up to forty- 


nine, and there are at least six more at the 
scene of the wreck, none of the bodies of the 
trainmen having yet been recovered. 


Railway President Explains. 

Washington, D. C., Sept. 24.—Vice Presi- 
dent Finley of the Southern Railway tonight 
made the following statement regarding the 
accident near Newmarket, Tenn.: 

“The accident was one which no foresight 
on the part of the management could antic- 
ipate or prevent. The equipment was up 
to the highest requirements and the crews 
of the colliditig trains were old, trusted em- 
ployés, having been in service on that track 
for something like twenty’) The two 
trains. were accustomed saftiy to pass each 
other in that immediate vicinity for many 
years and were about on time. 

“ Careful orders were issued to the west- 
bound train to meet the eastbound train at 
Newmarket, a few miles east of the scene 
of the accident. This order, in some unac- 
countable way, was overlooked or ignored 
by the westbound train and no power, under 
the circumstances. could Rave prevented 
the collision. So far as the management is 
concerned, every. possible precaution was 


taken for safety, notwithstanding all of 
which the collision occurred.””

Louis, Mo., Sept. 24.—The sectional 
meetings of the international congress of 
arts and science concluded today and the 
congress will adjourn tomorrow after hold- 
ing two sessions at the world’s fair grounds 
pertaining to religious discussions.

So there is nothing novel in requiring present owners to register 
t to all future owners and others dealing with the lands may be 
secured the manifest advantages of registration. 

In this county are some 1,100,000 tracts of land owned oy some 850,000 persons. Some 
300,000 of these own tracts worth $5,000 or less. We pay annually in this courty for ab- 
stracts of title and attorney's fees for their examination in the neighborhood of $3.000,090.

This estimate is so grossly exaggerated that I feel compelled to challenge Mr. Straus’ 
figures. He arrives at his conclusion in the following manner:

“Touching the second item of $125,000,000 for the cost of procuring 1,250,000 ante-fire 
abstracts of title for use in the initial registration procgedings, rendered necessary, as 
Mr. Straus states, by the opinions of our Supreme court in the recent cases of Glos vs. 
Kingman and Glos vs. Cessna, it is clear that Mr. Straus has overlooked the provisions of 
the amendment of 1908, by the terms of which any merchantable abstract of title is made 
admissible as evidence of title in the initial registration proceeding. The adoption of the 
amendment, therefore. will entirely do away with the necessity for applicants applying 
to the abstract company for $125,000,000 worth of ante-fire abstracts. 
One would suppose that if the effect of the amendment was as Mr. Straus conceives 
it to be-the abstract company would support rather han oppose the requirement coe 


Mr. Straus’ estimate, therefore, must be reduced from $155,000,000 to a sum not to 
exceed $8,400,000. Even the latter sum is grossly excessive, yet it is much less than 
would be paid during the same time for abstracts alone under the present system.

There is some demand for building loans, 
but the volume is hardly so great as a month 
ago.

MORE POWER FOR GOLF CLUBS 


Committee of National Association Re- 
ports in Favor of Petition of Allied 
Clubs for Change in Bylaws. 


New York, Sept. 24—A report hks been 
agreed upon by the committee appointed at 
the annual meeting) of the United States Golf 
association to revise the constitution and by- 
laws. The report will not be made public 
until it is presented to the United States Golf 
association, but it practically decided to rad- 


Nically change the present system of govern- 


ment of the league by giving more power to 
the allied clubs. 

_ The report was the result of the meeting 
of the special committee in July, during the 
open championship gathering at Gien View. 
The appointment of the committee came 
about through. the petition of fourteen clubs 
in and about Chicago urging that the distinc- 
tion between the associate and allied clubs 
be done away with, and that there should 
be but one class of members. The petition 
asked further that all clubs should have a 
voice in the affaira of the association, and 
that each should “pay dues and be entitled 


ing. 
"To examine into the status of the allied 
clubs and to seek light upon the wishes of 
such clubs as to representation votes has 
been the business of the committee. Its in- 
vestigations brought out the fact that the 
bulk of the allied elubs were quite content to 
pay the $10 due and to permit associate clubs 
to pay. $100 a year each and to govern the 
association. It was easy for the allied clubs 
having aspirations toward holding national 
championships to change their associate 
membership, and as every other privilege of 
the game was shared equally by members of 
‘the two classes of clubs, the committee found 
that the allied clubs -~wére willing to stand 
pat. Fourteen clubs were ready to sign the 
petition, when they found it meant the levei- 
ing of the club dues at about $50 or $75 in 
most cases, and they ceased to ask fora fresh 


deal. | 

In a spirit of. equity, however, the special 
committee has decided that the executive 
committee of the United States Golf associa- 
tion should consist of representatives of both 
allied and associate clubs. -Hitherto only 
members of associate clubs have been eligi- 
ble, but hereafter, which is the gist of the

In the first 
place, it is possible, and probable, even, that 
the abolitiom.of appropriations for public 
worship will be ‘the first measure voted, but 
it se6ms agreed just now, at least, that the 
actual beneficiaries of ecciesiastic salaries 
will keep them as life pensions. From this 
cause the economy realized on the appropri- 
ations for public worship will be neither con- 
siderable nor immediate. 


Churches will Not Be Taken. 

Further, it seems to be settled to give up 
buildings consecrated to religious service to 
religious bodies, the formation of which ts 
counted on in advance. Certain Roman 
Catholics will be well content next year to 
have at hand the famous law of 1901, which 
was drawn by Waldeck- Rousseau, and which 
they have attacked so bitterly. They will 
avail themselves of the powers ft-gives them 
to form societies intended to become the 
nucleus of parishes. These societies will be 
able to unite among themselves and group 
themselves into a central directing society. 

What is quite curious is that the Roman 
Catholics will not In any way be breaking 
the limits of this law, the liberality of which 
they are bound to recognize. Thus it is likely 
that this may be the first time that French- 
men have not abused in any way freedom 
that has been conceded. If they respect na- 
tional tradition too much, and if they abuse 
it, they cannot escape punishment which is 
only to be expected. For if Catholic societies 
are formed against the republic, republican 
societies cannot fall to be formed also against 
Catholicism, and the churches would be- 
come the theater of scandale which would 
lead to forcible. closing as a means of es- 
cape from a future full of menace.

The innovation of the last few years which 
has hit them hardest is the big cheap club 
with its.reduced subscription for country 
members. The clergyman, country lawyer, 
or retired officer living in the country can 
now gain the advantage of a comfortable if 
not an exclusive clubhouse, with good meals 
and a good club bedroom, for a subscription 
of three guineas a year, and naturally he 
declines to pay ten, nor will the older cfubs 
reduce their subscription for country mem- 


bers to compete with them.

claims against the estate of Ellen Frances 
McKenna, otherwise Frances Scott, with 
numerous other aliases, send the firm par- 
ticulars, 

Calls Herself Lady Scott. 

About five years ago a woman sometimes 
styling herself Lady Scott presented herself 
at the West End office of the solicitors re- 
ferred to and produced certain French bonds 
from which the coupons, payable fo bearer, 
ha@ been cut off. She alleged that the 
coupons had been stolen. They were exten: 
sively advertised for, and with a view to theiz 
recovery the matter was put into the hands 
of the police. 

Nothing came from all this publicity, and, 
leaving the bonds in the possession of the 
solicitors, the woman disappeared from her 


*hotel. Notwithstanding every effort was 


made to trace her, she could not be found. 

Three years passed and then one day French 

bankers who had been communicated with 

wrote the missing coupons had been present~- 
ed for payment. 

Dies in France, 

‘This fact led to the discovery that the 
owner had died at a hotel in Nice and that 
the French authorities had stepped in and 
taken possession of her effects in the ab- 
sence of any claimant. Her death occurred 
on June 11, 1902. The French authorities 
appointed a trustee to the estate, who repre- 
sented that the deceased was a French sub- 
ject. He demanded restitution of the bonds 
held by the London solicitors, the missing 
coupons, which their owner had alleged were 
stolen having been found amongst her be- 
longings. The English solicitors, however, 
would not, without inquiry, accept the state- 
ment that the woman was a French subject. 


Uses Eighteen Aliases. 
As a result of an advertisement, they came 
into touch with her family, and finally dis- 
covered ber next of kin, In a niece at Wel- 


her pedigree it was proved that the“ Widow 
Scott,”” who died in Nice, was actu Ellea 
Frances McKenna, formerly of London, and . 
that she was identical with the person who 
had -from time to time adopted as many ag 
eighteem names, which she used instead of . 
her own. 
None of the aliases appeared in the family 

tree of the deceased woman. She did not, 
tt seems, develop extraordinary partiality for 
fletitious names until the death of her hus 
band, and what her precise object may have 
been then is a mystery. But she certainly 
used different names wherever she went, and 
made investments In various names. It is 
this fact which renders it possible that there 
are assets still to be discovered. In stock 


Puzzle to Acquaintances. 

If her object had been solely that of the 
concealment of the possession of property 
one alias would suffice. Why then so many? 
It had been assumed in one quarter that the 
woman had other means than those left by 
her husband. Persons who came into contact 
with her fatlied to understand this highly 
educated woman. 
She never gave any account of herself and 
seemed never to want money. She lived well 
at the best wJotels and an impression was 
formed that she was in the secret service 
pay of some foreign country. Commenting 
on this part of the case her solicitor says 
that they think her money was inherited 
from her husband. Her maiden name was 
proved to be Ellen Frances Kieran. She 
was a second daughter of Mr. Kieran of 
Manchester and Dundalk. She was born in » 
Ireland in 1816 and, therefore, was 86 years 
of age when she died in a foreign hotel, un- 
attended except by an ignorant old woman 
who had been her housekeeper and with 
whom the French authorities appear to have 
arranged. 
She soon disappeared from Nice. 

Widow Forty Years. 
Ellen Kieran married in 1844 Col. Hugh 
Francis McKenna, who owned considerable 
property in America. He died in 1862. Prior 
to her marriage she seems to have cut her- 
self adrift from her family, who sought to 
hamper her movements in a way she did not 
approve.

Louvre Full of Stolen Treasures.

Although acquired by the 
Louvre in a perfectly legitimate manner, that

Of course there is a certain difference be- 
tween the loot of a soldier and the plunder 
of a robber. But sometimes the distin- 
guishing line between the two is dffficult to 
define, and this was especially the case with 
all those art treasures of which the first 
Napoleon and his generals despoiled public 
institutions, royal and private palaces, and 
even religious edifices, not only In times of 
war but in those of peace during the sixteen 
years that preceded the battle of Waterloo 
in the second decade of the nineteenth cen- 
tury. 

Some Napoleon Loot Recovered. 


At the downfall of the first French empire 
and the occupation of Paris by the allied 
forces the latter at once took steps to resume 
possession of those of their national chef 
d’uvres of art and archeology @scovered in 
the Tulleries, at Fontainbleau, at Compeigne, 
and in the piiblic buildings of the Gallic 
metropolis. But by far the greater part of 
the treasures, which had either gone to adorn 
the private galleries of the emperor's gen- 
erals, or which had been disposed of by them 


such as, for instance, the entire collection 


of Spanish old masters which Marshal Soult 


‘had carried off from Madrid and other cities 


of the Iberian peninsula—proved beyond re- 
covery, and subsequently found their way 
through several hands by means of sale until 
they reached their final and present destina- 
tion in the palaces and museums of countries 
in the old world, other than those to which 
they had belonged in the first place—and in 
the galleries, public as well as private, of 
this country. 


“Tron Duke’’ Gets Old Masters. 


Some of the most valuable cold masters, of 
which Joseph Bonaparte had deprived the 
national gallery at Madrid while king of 
Spain, now adorn the walls of Apsley house, 


Wellington. His grandfather, the first and 
iron duke, had captured-them, together with 
much of the baggage of King Joseph when 
the latter was driven by the English to 
abandon his Spanish crown and retreat to 
France, and they were forwarded to London 
along with the other belongirigs pf the fa- 
mous British commander. After the res- 
toration of peace King Ferdinand, learning 
that the paintings in question were in Lon- 
don in the possession of the duke of Welling- 
ton, requested the latter to keep them asa 
token of his gratitude for his services in 
helping to place him on the throne of Spain.

Rome, St. Petersburg, and elsewhere on the 
continent. But somehow or enother the 
potentates of Africa and of the orient geem 
to them to be perfectly fair game, people 
whom it is quite Christian to plunder’and to 
deprive of their most treasured possessions. 


Looting of Peking Palace. 
Indeed, on the strength of the plea that it 
was necessary to “ give the savages a lese#on 
which they would remember,” Buropean 
troops have almost invariably made a point 


of sacking the palaces of the dusky enemy's } 


ruler, lucky for the latter, indeed, if they did 
mot burn his residence to the ground, as in 
1864, when an Anglo-French force set fire 
to the famous summer palace of the emper- 


or of China after having previously plundered. | 


it. Priceless porcelains, silks, jade, and cilol- 
sonne enamel represent Queen . Victoria's 
share of the loot, part of which isat Windsor 
castle, some at Buckingham palace, and the 
remainder at the South Kensington museum. 
An equal share of the treasures of the sum- 
mer palace was assigned to Napoleon III, 
and while some of the plundered property is 
still in the possession of Empress Eugénie, 
the greater part will be found today in the 
French National museum of the Louvre. 


Windsor Castle Full of Treasures. 

At Windsor castie are the splendid regalia 
of King Thebaw of Burmah, the gold brace- 
lets, amuleta, collar, and -diadem of the two 
kings of Ashanti, and a large quantity of 
beautifully carved elephante’ tusks which 
belonged to the African king of Benim, white 
the crown of Emperor Theodore of Abyssinia 
and the state umbrella of the king of Ashanti 
are at the South Kensington museum. : 

India, of course, is largely represented in 
the collection of loot at Windsor castile,-and 
some Of the finest pieces of plate and jeweled 
ornaments, including a superb tiger’s head, 
composed entirely of ruby, sapphires, and 
diamonds, come to King Edward from the 
treasure house of this or that once powerful 
oriental ruler, whose dominions have been 
annexed by Engiand during the Jast 200 years. 

On state occasions the great sideboards 
in the Waterloo gallery of Windsor castle 
are weighed down with vast quantities of 
gold and silver plate, much of which was 
originally destined, and even used, for sac- 
ramental purposes by the Roman Catholic 
ehureh, and constituted part of the loag of 
the Spanish armada and of the plunder’ of 
those British buccaneers of the Elizabethan 
and Stuart era, who roamed the seas in 
search of Spain's treasure ships, plundering 
and sacking the cities and churches of what 
used to be known in those days as the Span- 
ish main. This was considered perfectly 
natural and authorized, and there is not at 
the present moment a monarch in Europe 
whose palaces do not contain treasures that 
Serna in a similar fashion the spoils of 


No Loot in Franco-Prussian War. 
Perhaps the most striking illustration of 
the modern ethics of loot is to be found in the 


‘fact that, although every western ruler 


whose troops took part In the occupation of 
Peking by the allied forces four years ago, 
obtained a portion of the plunder of “ The 
Forbidden City,”” Emperor William receiving 
a@ quantity of extremely interesting astro- 
nomical instruments several hundred years 
old, which are now one of the attractions of 
his palace of Sans-Souci at Potsdam, while 
the London illustrated papers published 
photographs of largé cases of loot in the im- 
perial palace at Peking addressed to the 
British sovereign at Windsor castle, yet there 
is not a single looted French clock, or any 
other bjt of plunder of the Franco-German 
war of 1870 to be found in the palaces of the 
kaiser or of any other of his fellow German 
rulers, in spite of the widespread impression 
among the masses of the French people to the 
contrary. But then the French were a civil- 
ized nation, professing Christianity, and of 


the white race, instead of being yellow Asiat- | 


ics or dusky Africans. : 
Perhaps I ought to make one reservation in 
connection with the war of 1870. Old Em- 
peror William, it must be admitted, did 
rry back wih him to Berlin at the close of 
dhe campaign a little bit of plunder in the 
shape of a small silver candlestick belong- 
ing to the palace of Versailles, of which he 
had made use throughout his stay there, and 
which in former days had been similarly used 
by King Louis XIV. of France. The old 
kaiser was conscientious about the matter. 


For, ae he was driving out of the palace gates 
of Vertailies for the last time on the eve of 


‘his return to Germany, he stopped his.car-~-. 


riage, called the. gatekeeper’to him, and, 
showing the candlestick, told him that he was 
taking it away with him, and that he did not 
wish to have any one to have dishonesty im- 
puted to him on account ofits disappearance. 
At the same time he piaced in the concierge’s 
hand a sum of money far exceeding the in- 
trinaic value of the candlestick. At the time 
of the old emperor’s death, seventeen years 
later, it was found on the little table beside 
his bed at Berlin. 


Watless. Irreverence Mot Tolerated at 


ed Has Become a Fad. 


Judge in yourselves: Is it comely that a woman 
pray unto God uncovered?—I. Corinthians, xi. 13. 

LONDON, Sept. 24.—The no hat movement, 
which commenced unobtrusively in New- 
quay, Cornwall, last year, has so asserted 
itself this season as to threaten the extinction 
of the craft of hatters and milliners. 

All ranks and ages, mainly among the vis- 
itors, have adopted it. Men with bald heads 
and men with luxuriant locks are among its 
devotees, and ladies, regardless of tangled 
tresses and disordered fringes, appear with- 
out headgear. 

Anticipating the appearance of hatless 
ladies in his church, and regarding such an 
act as irreverent, the vicar of Crantock, 
whose church lies about a mile from New- 
quay across the Gannel, issued a printed cir- 
cular, which was posted in the porch and 
distributed. This bore a reqtiest that " ladies 


» who walk with uncovered heads will not for- 


get the universal Christian custom which 
prohibits their so entering the house of God. 
They must please use some simple head cov- 
ering or kerchief while within the church, or 
refrain from entering it.” 

The vicar further remarked that “this is no 
more than to ask men to uncover on entering 
God’s house, which is happily unnecessary,” 
and appealed to all reverently minded vis- 
itors to seé that the requests are not disre- 
garded. 

On Sunday evening last a lady was daring 
enough to enter the church during the servico 
and make her way to a front seat carrying 
a specimen of artistic millinery in her hand. 
She was courteously requested by the verger 
to place it on her head. This is not the only 
instance in which the direction has been dis- 
regarded. 

In all weathers and winds the hatless brig- 
ade still increases and multiplies at New- 


quay. 

In other places, however, lady enthusiasts 
are attending divine service with uncovered 
heads without let or hindrance. At Cardiff, 
and even in the remote village of Weobly, 
Herefordshire, the practice has become com- 
paratively common. 


CAUSE FOR SMALL CUBAN TRADE 


Argument Advanced That Reciprocity 
Has Not Failed and Reasons 
for the Statement.

persons here that a failure of reciprocity 
with the United States has not been demon- 
strated yet because of the large purchases 
made in Europe in November and December, 
1903, in view of the approaching treaty with 
America. The Cuban market thus was sup- 
plied for the first three months of 1904. 

The failure of Cubans to purchase in the 
United States is due partly to the greater 
cost of production in that country and pos- 
sibly also to the fact that European mer- 
chants give longer credits and consult local 
tastes. The Cuban trade moves in fixed chan- 
nels.

PARIS, Sept. 12.—An interesting and char- 
acteristic letter from Mr. Rudyard Kipling 
has appeared in the Paris Figaro. It was 
originally sent to M. Robert d’Humiéres, a 
French author, in acknowledgment of his 
book, “ The Island and the Empire of Great 
a ming The following is the text of the 
etter: 

“Dear M. d’Humiéres: I have read your 
book on ‘ The Island and the Empire.’ It has 
given me real pleasure, and I thank you very 
much for it. “There are few things more in- 
teresting than to see one’s own country from 
the outside, and with eyes as penetrating 
(and as indulgent) as yours the liveliest 
pleasure is added to this interest. 

“ From the point of view of an inhabitant, 
I am specially delighted with the homage 
you pay to the energy of the race. Some of 
us today are troubled with doubts on this 
point. There exists—and I congratulate my- 
self that you have not discovered tt—an Eng- 
land which, ruined by excess of prosperity, 
sleeps, and because it snores loudly imagines 
it is thinking. 


Remarks on Army Just. 

“ Your remarks on the army strike me as 
perfectly just. You put your finger on the 
vital point of our system when you speak of 
soldiers who ‘ understand that they must not 
understand.’ I believe you touch there the 
secret of many or our successes, and Also 
many of~our reverses. It is the first thing 
that we teach our boys. 

“ Your studies of India are a sheer delight 
for me, particularly those on Rajputana, 
where I wandered when I was young, through 
Chittore, Jeypore, and other places. I know 
little of the southern India which has so 
* fascinated you, although a great part of the 
poetry of dead India lies there. 


Peoples Need Each Other.. . 

“I wish you had seen something of new 
India—the India of factories and railways, 
| where the imperturbable native of the east 
moves among modern machinery and wor- 
ships his gods In the shadow of engine sheds 
and boilers. This India is not pretty, but it 
ig significant. 

“ Believe me, I am with you heart and 
eoul in what you say of the value which 
should be attached toa good understanding 
betweem our two countries, not only because 
of its present utility but for the sake of to- 
morrow. Our two peoples, it seems to me, 
are the complement of one another in tem- 
perament and destiny, logically and in real- 
ity. 

Standard Bearers of Freedom. 
- “Even were this not the case, one must 
remember that there is not so much liberty 
left in eastern Europe that the two standard 
bearers of human freedom can afford to 
dispute between themselves. Both have to 
do with enslaved peoples, with the tnhab- 
itants of blinded or throttled lands, where 
the word of the monarch is absolute law. 
If we were to quarrel, who would be the 
gainer? The middle ages, furnished with 
modern weapons. Can any one doubt this?

the outbreak of war, offer a reasonable 
measure of protection while the greater un- 
organized army was being trained and 
equipped. 

To bring the regular army and the national 
guard into closer union has been the object 
of the recent Dick law. That law has made 
possible the uniform training and equip- 
ment of the two branches of the military sys- 
tem of the country—national and state—and 
has made it possible to raise the efficiency of 
the state militia to a much higher standard 
than has heretofore prevailed. It now de- 
volves upon both the militia and the states 
which control them to see that the objects of 


~~ 


the new law are secured. 3 


The war department has gone to much ex- 
pense to provide for the militaty education 
of officers of the national guard at various 
garrison schools and at the war schools at 
Fort Riley, Leavenworth, and Monroe. It 
has asked the states for revised lists of 
militia officers eligible for admission to these 
schools when vacancies arise. So far but 
two states have responded. Wither the 
states are not interested in the work of the 
war department, or there is a lack of eligi- 
bility among militia officers, or they are not 
in a position to take advantage of the fa- 
cilities for military education offered by the 
government. 

Now, the militia is worth doing well or not 
atall. It is worth something to the national! 
defense or it is not. If it is not, it should 
be disbanded. If it is worth something it 
should be encouraged by public sentiment. 
The spirit of commerce should remember 
that if ever we need an army we shall need 
it badly and quickly. And if such a need 
arises and is not met, commerce will be the 
first sufferer. 


THE WAR DURING THE WEEK. 

ST. PETERSBURG, Sept. 22.—The genera! staff 
has feceived a dispatch saying that in the assault 
on Port Arthur on Sept. 15 forty-five Russian guns 
were destroyed, 400 men killed, and 800 wounded, 
of whom 5 per cent were officers. 


Does “a dispatch” mean an official dis- 
patch? Is this the real news which Lieut. 
Radziwill brought te Chefoo? Surely if he 
had news of this character he would not have 
told the reporters, but would have carefully 
concealed it from them. 

If it be actually true that forty-five of 
Port Arthur’s guns have been destroyed, 
that 400 of its defenders have been killed, 
and 500 wounded, then, indeed, the citadel 
has received a wound serious if not mortal. 

But whether or not this startling story 
be a fact, certainly another week has beep 


thrown into the scale against Port Arthur. 


If Togo’s blockade is as effective as his other 
performances not much food or ammunition 
is getting into the garrison, and finally hun- 
ger and der-famine will take the place. 

For some reason the Japanese govern- 
ment has thus far declined to publish any ac- 
count of the fighting at the southern tip of 
the Liaotung peninsula. So what is hap- 
pening must be pieced out from the story 
of Lieut. Radziwill, who reached Chefoo 
with dispatches from Stoessel, and from 
“reliable Chinese,” who, tn military mat- 
ters, are the most unreliable people on earth. 


There is no one so afraid of powder and 
ball as the Chinaman. 


When he sees or 
hears an outpost skirmish it seems to him 
like the last desperate general assault, and 
when he reaches Chefoo he reports of “ hails 
of shot,” “cyclones of shell,” and “ earth- 


‘quaking mines.” 


In the latter part of August the Japs took 
four outlying forts in front of Rihlung and 
Kikwang. They immediate!y set out to 


strengthen these places, and, «1 Sept. 15, had | 


made them into most respectable fortifica- 
tions. When the next general assault starts, 
these forts will try to silence the guns of 
their Russian opposites before the infantry 
eome into operation. If the new Japanese 
forts can obtain a preponderance over Rih- 
lung and Kikwang those places may possibly 
fall to general assault. But the whole 
operations at Port Arthur up to the present 
date merely confirm the old lesson that de- 
fenses adequately manned by resolute troops 
cannot be taken by frontalattack. The Jap- 
anese are desperately brave; they are espe- 
cially good on the offense. They started at 
Port Arthur flushed with victory. They 
considered the place as holy land and went 
at it likecrusaders. But they have come no- 
where near storming it, Strong forts cop- 
taining good men cannot be stormed. 

The Russians tried their hands at storm- 
ing on the 17th. They made a sortie at Fort 
Etse, but were driven back. The condition 
as to Htse is notclear. Certainly the Rus- 
sians do not hold it, but neither, it seems, 
do the Japanese. It is a low lying fort, 
dominated by the Japs from behind, and by 
the Russians from in frort. Neither side 
can live in it, apparently, and it remains 
unoccupied. 

Not infrequently there is a feeling of good 
fellowship between two hostile armies. The 
outposts meet and exchange tobacco. @f

by the sign language. But at Port Arthur 
the fighting has been so bitter and desperate 
that the Japanese and Russian soldiers in- 
dividually abhor each other, regarding each 
other not merely as national but also as per- 
sonal enemies, hating each other just as a 


man hates his successful rival in love. Gen.” 
Stoessel, acutely playing on the venomous | 


spirit between the besiegers and besieged, 
has told his troops they will receive no quar- 
ter if they surrender, and that they might as 
well die fighting as be massacred. The 
white fing atid the red cross are disregarded 
by both sides, and fired into whenever seen. 
The stench from the decomposing bodies left 
on the slope of the forts makes Port Arthur 
almost unendurable when the wind is from 
the north. When the wind blows from the 
south the poisonous odor reaches Dalny, 
thirty..miled away. 

Kouropatkin is evidently at sea as to the 
Japanese plans. Several times lately he has 


} telegraphed that a general attack seemed 


imminent. But the general attack never 
came. The shakings of Oyama’s mobile 
sereeni perfectly conceal the solfder move- 
ments behind. 

Kouropatkin’s latest dispatch says that 
the Japanese from Bentsiaputse are making 
a demonstration in force towards F'u pass. 
If the Japs had Fu pass they would com- 
mand Mukden and force the Russians out of 
that ancient capital. 

It is improbable, however, that the Japa- 
nese are undertaking a. serious movement. 


_ The fact that they attacked the important 
position of Da pass with only four com- 


panies, and that when thrown back they did 
not come again, seems to indicate that they 
are merely maneuvering, while waiting for 
the fall of Port Arthor. | 

The fall of Port Arthur is evidently one of 
the vital links in the Japanese chain of strat- 
egy. Time and again have the Japanese 
movements been evidently thrown out by 
the persistent and unexpectedly successful

THE FIRST SENATORIAL DISTRICT. 

Why was it necessary to launch an inde- 
pendent candidate for the legislature in the 
First senatorial district? - ‘ | 

The First senatoria] district consists of 
the First and Second wards of the city of 
Chicago. It is entitled to three places in the 
lower house of the next Illinois general as- 
sembly. 

The democrats nominated one candidate, 
They have been accustomed, as the minority 
party, to take one place without contest 
in the lower house, while leaving the other 
two places to the republicans. Their one 
candidate this year is Samuel W. Arrand. 

About Samuel W. Arrand the Legislative 
Voters’ league said: 

Samuel W. Arrand, democrat, formerly 
police court clerk and saloonkeeper; second 
term; little ability as legislator; voted with 
right crowd only twice during fight for state 
civil service bill, and supported Powers’ 
amendment to city law; was one of the nine- 
ty-six who opposed gavel rule, but absent 
when the enabling bill passed, and had to be 
@ragged in after roll call to have his vote 
recorded; opposed adding representative of 
honest majority to investigating committee; 
his uniform text book bill was so badly 
worded that it could not be understood and 
vas killed; his bill to regulate railroad fares 
in elties died in committee, and his puts and 
calls bill was defeated on floor; worse than 
useless as legislator; should be defeated. 

The republican party in the First sena- 
torial district. has split. One faction has 
nominated Edward Morris and H. Z. Du- 
rand. Morris was a member of the last leg- 
islature. His record as given by the league 
is: 

Edward H. Morris, republican, lawyer; 
shrewd member of house organization; re- 
tired with organization when honest major- 
ity captured the house; voted against enabling 
act; for Powers’ amendment to civil serv- 
ice law, and helped kill state civil service bill 
by amendment; misrepresents his constitu- 
ents and should be retired: 

- The other faction of the republican party 
nominated Jacob Boll and Edward Green. 
Boll was a member of the last legislature, 
and, according to the league, looks like this: 

Jacob Boll, republican, photographer; held 
house inspectorship until promoted 
to the legislature; engaged in horseplay dur- 
ing the sessions, and did not seem to realize 
the high duties of his new office; helped 
amendments to kill civil service bill, except to 
strike out enacting clause; belonged to law- 
less house organization and assisted it in 
effort to defeat enabling act; opposed adding 
members of majority to the investigating 
committee; unfit; should be defeated. 

It makes no difference, therefore, which 
faction of the republican party turns out to 
be regular. The republican and democratic 
parties together will have nominated three 
men, two of whom are condemned by their 
records. 

It is easy to see now why it was necessary 
to launch an independent candidate in the 
First senatorial district. Whatever Mr. 
Buell’s-personal qualifications may be, he, 
at any rate, brings in new blood and compe- 
tition. 

The First senatorial district is not singu- 
lar. There are many other senatorial dis- 
tricts quite like it. They have three candi- 
dates for-three places. That is, they have 
only three candidates as far as the two regu- 
lar parties are concerned. Competition will 
be introduced only by supporting independ- 
ent or minor party candidates. 

In districts where the regular. party can- 
didates resemble Boll, Morris, and Arrand 
competition will be at least excusable. 


“WILDCAT” INSURANCE. 

The National Association of Insurance 
Commissioners has decjied to ask congress 
for legislation agains§ “ wildcats.”” The 
insurance men wish the use of the mails to 
be denied t6 companies which have their 
headquarters in states with whose laws they 
do not comply, and from there carry on busi- 
ness in other states. This mode of doing 
business makes it difficult for the states in 
which they wy their home offices to prose- 
cute and punish. 

A “wildeat”’ company is one which has 
insufficient capital, or none at all, and yet 


offers to insure property at rates much lower | - 


than those of reputable concerns. There 
are a large number of persons with whom 
cheapness seems to be everything and reli- 
ability nothing. They take out the cheaper 
policies, and when there is a loss and they 
apply for what is due them, they find they 
cannot get it, or, at the best, can get only a 
small part. 

The men who run the “ wildcat ” concerns 
are just as much swindlers as those who de- 
vise and advertise “get rich quick” 
schemes. Like them, they use the mails 
for fraudulent purposes. It is the opinion of 
the insurance commissioners that if*the 
“ wildcatters ” were denied postal facilities 
they would not do so much business. and 
that the class of men who are their dupes 
would have a little protection. 


SYNDICATED DRAMATIC ART, 

The syndicate could never have manacled 
and tentacled dramatic art without the as- 
sistance, or at any rate the complaisance, 
of the great dramatic artists. Leslie’s 
Monthly does not say this in its first article 
on the syndicate, but it is true. 

The syndicate is a sextet. It consists 
of Hayman, Frohman, Klaw, Erlanger, 
Nixon, and Zimmerman. From its methods 
it fnight be called a sexapus. 

It was born on Aug. 31, 1896. Its first act 

was an agreement by which no dramatic at- 
traction should be booked at any of the 
theaters controlled by it unless that attrac- 
tion would agree not to book itself at any of 
the opposition theaters. Shortly after this 
agreement was made the number of con- 
trolled theaters reached thirty-seven. 
* The syndicate’s second act was to increase 
the number of its own attractions and to give 
these attractions a preference over all others 
in the controlled theaters. This was a long 
and sharp tentacle. The syndicate was 
ominous enough when it confined itself main- 
ly to owning theaters and to acting as a 
booking agency for the theatrica] world at 
large. It became a fact rather than an omen 
when it began to compete with its own cus- 
tomers for the best weeks of the season. 

But the syndicate’s third act was greater 
than either its first or itssecond. This third 
act was to get control of the theaters at the 
intermediate points between the main the- 
atrical centers. No company can afford, for 
instance, to jump from Washington to New 
Orleans. And Klaw & Erlanger are wait-

points. All three fences, however, might 
have been cut to pieces by the great actors 
and actresses whom the public already knew 
and whom the public was determined to 
hear, 


Therefore the syndicate offered irresisti- 


ble terms to Joseph Jefferson, Richard Mans- 
field, Nat Goodwin, Francis Wilson, and 
other public favorites. These persons are 
better off now than they were. The persons 
who have suffered are (1) actors who were 
not great when the syndicate started and 
who were not offered Irresistible terms, (2) 
actors who have come on since and who, no 
matter how they develop, are likely to re- 
main salaried instead of attaining to semi- 
independence, and (8) theater patrons. 

Of course the employé of the syndicate is 
surer of getting his salary than the em- 
ployé of the old, fly by night, wildcat man- 
ager. He is also surer of getting his salary 
smaller. The stars who anteceded the syn- 
dicate shine with undiminished financial 
luster. It is the machine made star pro- 
duced by the syndicate’s factory and the 
rank and file substellar actor who find 
themselves exploited. 

Even financially, therefore, the stability 
which the syndicate aims to establish in the 
theater business is of dubious value te the 
majority of the men and women who depend 
on that business for their living. And as 
for art—the syndicate would star Susan B. 
Anthony as Juliet. Would she be a good 
Juliet? How irrelevant! She would excite 
public curiosity. George Ade’s canon of 
criticism is the syndicate’s: “ When in 
doubt consult the box office.” 


MARRIAGE FOR TEN YEARS. 

It is not the first time that George Mere- 
dith has tried to make a painful situation 
worse. Both in Richard Feveril and in 
Rhoda Fleming he brought his characters 
to the point where it seemed that they could 
not suffer more, and then, with infernal 
ingenuity, gave the thumbscrew a last, ap- 
parently impossible, turn, and left both 


| characters and readers insensible with 


horror. 

Now he proposes to deprive marriage of 
its greatest alleviation. When ‘a thing is 
known to be permanent it is accepted. A 


‘man and a woman marry, and, if they have 


been properly instructed, look forward to 
nothing but marriage ahead of them al] the 
way to the grave. Marriage therefore 
entérs into all their calculations. It is like 
the’ weather, It may bring storms and, 
wo than -storms, dull days. But it is 
there and what people know they can’t 
avoid they don’t think of trying to escape 
from. 

But let people once fall into the habit of 
marrying for ten years. A marriage for ten 
years would last about three. There would 
be a termination in sight, and the prospect 
of termination means the possibility of an- 
ticipation: People do the things that they 
think about. 

The centuries have been right about it. 
The way to make a man and a woman happy 
together is to convince them that they can 
never get apart. If they know that they 
are shut up for good they will take to amus- 
ing themselves as best they may within the 
inclosure.

A SERMON FOR TODAY. | 


TRUB COURAGE. 
BY THE BISHOP OF ROCHESTER. 


Pealm cxii., 7, 
HRHAPS you will say it was nota great 
thing to face bodily pain—that awful 
death on the cross. Many, 
have done that. But pain-is not the 
same to all. Rough natures, we hear, 
can bear pain which would be torture to those 
that are more delicate, and hardly feel it. 
How horrible that awful, shameful pain— 
hung naked there by his hande and feet— 
must have been to one 60 refined, so spiritua:, 
who had all his life been treated with love 
and respect. 
We can see how he shrank from it. Yet 
never for a moment dié# turn him back, or 


make him waver, or break down his quiet- 


ness. He could suffer it, and think all the 
time, as his words show, not of himself but 
others. 

There is still one more sign of the bravery 
of Jesus. He could see further than other 
men; he knew what was coming. He saw 
what the anger of his enemies would end in. 
He repeatedly warned his friends that it 
would come to this—that he would be re- 
jected, and scourged, and killed. Apprehen- 
sion is often worse than reality. A man can 
bear the pain of a surgeon's operation more 
than the dread of it. Jesus walked along the 
journey of life with all this in front of him, 
and yet went on. He was brave. 


So in all these ways Jesus is to usa teacher 
of courage, and it is courage of the highest 
sort—not courage of the dash and the rush, 
or the courage that relies on bodily strength. 
It is not the courage of the hot word or 
the strong blow, it is the courage of patience 
under wrong, of silence under injury, of 
calmness under pain. It is a quiet, -etead- 


fast courage, moral courage. We know the 


phrase, “ brave as a lion,” but Jesus has 
taught us something above that. He was 
named by one who knew him the Lamb of 
God: and we have to learn the phrase, as 
brave as the Lamb, 


- We all need this courage, men in public 


positions need it to face opinion and do their 


need it to stand out against sharp practices 
or dishonesty, though bad custom allows 
them; the young recruit just joined needs 
it tf resist those who would make a man of 
him by téaching him to talk filth and do 
wickedness; all of us in one way or another 
needa it to stand by.the right, to resist the 
evil, to bear shame or contempt, for duty’s 
sake. That is the courage of true manliness. 


> 

The secret of it in Jesus is twofold—a 
pure heart and trust tn God. For him there 
was only one sort of fear worth listening 
to. The word was in his heart.. Fear ye 
not the fear of men. Neither be afraid of 
their revilings. He has told us so. “I wil? 
forewarn you whom ye shall fear. Fear not 
them that kill the body; but fear him that 
after he hath killed hath power to cast into 
hell.” He had no heed of that fear, for in 
him was no sin. Between him and his father 
in heaven there was perfect love; and per- 
fect love casts out fear. We have plenty 
of cause.to fear God, for we have sinned 
often and grievously. Yet what our goodness 
cannot do for us, his mercy will. If we 
steadily set our faces now to serve him, and 
hold to the right, he will for Christ's sake 
look past our sins, and we shall hear his 
word in our hearts: 


Fear not. for I am with thee: 
Be not afraid, for I am thy God.

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REMIER GIOLIPTI’S appointment as 
knight of the Italian “ most holy order 
of the Annunciation,” founded by Ama- 
deus VI. of Savoy, who was the con- 
temporary of the English King Edward 

Ill., founder of the order of the Garter, has 
the effect of transforming him into a titular 


time gives him rank immediately next to the 
members of the reigning family, the non- 
royal Italian knights of this order—there are 
only four or five of them in all—enjoying 
precedence over all other dignitaries and offi- 
clals of the realm. 

At the same time the possession of the 
order places Sig. Giolitti under obligations 
which he will find difficult to reconcile with 
his position as prime minister of Italy. The 
order was originally instituted “to the honor 
of God and of the blessed Virgin Mary, and 
likewise to the honor of all the heavenly 
choirs,”’ the knights being called upon to 
swear “ to defend, maintain, and restore the 
states and liberties of our holy mother the 
church,” and although other portions of this 
vow were modified by King Charles Albert 
of Sardinia in 1840, yet to this day the oath 
which the knights are forced to take upon 
their appointment to the order pledges them 
in the most solemn manner to “ defendre, 
maintenir, et retablir la dignite de Notre 
Mere la Sainte Eglise et du St. Siege Apos- 
tolique de Rome.” 


However, ag the late Prime Minister Zan- 
ardelli, who was not only the recognized 
leader of the anti-clerical and anti-papa!l ele- 
ment in Italian politics, as well as a professed 


r atheist, but also punctilious to the extent of 


fanaticism on the subject of truth and of the 
sanctity of a pledged word, found it possible 
to take the oath of the order without the dis- 
play of any conscientious scruples, I suppose 
that it may be-.taken for granted that his 
successor and colleague, the present premier, 
will be able to wear the insignia of the order 
ewithout embarrassment. 

The decoration consists of a badge upon 
which is represented a picture of the annun- 
elation to the Virgin by the Archangel Ga- 
briel, and is hung around the neck, not by 
a ribbon, but by a small chain of gold. The 
badge as well as the star which is worn in 
conjunction therewith on the left breast 
bear on them the curious word “ Fert,’ the

the actions done while in the sleep strengthening the mind and repairing 

* brain waste as well as bodily infirmity, it is well known that the effect of 

* hypnotic treatment is often mentally injurious. : 

So evident, indeed, has this become that one famous physician has 
abandoned hypnotism in his treatment of nervous and mental diseases. 
For the tyranny of suggestion he has substituted the different influence 
of persuasion. I was interested in the accounts of the new experiment and 
departure in medicine, especially as there is so much in it that one’s own 
common sense and observation seem to have already found out. 


‘Do We Eat 


HE discussion which periodically takes place on this 
subject, as is naturally to be expected, evokes a 
large amount of public interest. We are all more or 
less directly concerned with the important function 
of notrishing our bodies, seeing that to nourish our- 
selves is the first duty we perform on entering 
this world and the last duty we discharge on leaving 
it. The subject of the amount of the food required 
is, of course, a strictly scientific one—in other 
words, we can only arrive at defirite conclusions 
in the matter through an appeal to scientific know!- 
edge concerning the quantity of food required under 
different circumstances of life. 

The science of foods and feeding has of late 
years been considerably advanced through re- 
searches made not merely into the composition of foods and the duties they 
discharge in our living economy, but also concerning the amount of food 
required to produce a given amount of “energy” or working power. It: 


ud ” 


should not be forgotten, in the first place, that the functions of food in the — 


body are of a twofold-character. If we compare the body to a locomotive 
engine we find an accurate parallel between that complex piece of ma- 
chinery and the still more complicated organism we ourselves own. 

As the structural material of the engine differs materially from its 
energy producing fuel, so it may be said the foods upor which we subsist 
exhibit a like difference, even if it Hs ohe of not so rigid a character as 
regards tissne forming foods and energy producing articles of diet. The 
line between these two classes of foods is not a sharply defined one, seeing 
that the two classes of foods may, under certain bodily conditions, overlap 
as regards their functions. Thus the body building foods may, and prob- 
ably do, contribute to the development of “ energy,” whilst the energy pro- 
ducing foods are regarded by many physiologists os capable of giving 
érigin to substances whieh may be employed in the building up of our 
tissues. All] the same, the division just alluded to is a thoroughly scientific 
one, and in the main may be regarded as separating the articles on which 
We subsist into two clearly defined classes or divisions. 

The first class of foods—those which go to build up our bodies—are 
termed “ nitrogenous” foods, dor the reason that amongst the chemical 
élements of which they are-composed nitrogen forms a conspicuous item. 
Buch foods are represented by white of egg, juice of meat, curd of milk, 
gihten of flour, legumin of peas, beans, and lentils, and like substances. 
These are typically our body building substances. They ge to form the 
basis of our living tissues, and therefore correspond in a direct sense to

It is the fruit, vegetable, and 
egg and chicken season—the season of fishing, and driving, and hay mak- 
ing, according to the Maud Muller standard—and the farmer host as far 
as possible slacks up on the season’s work and lets his guest see the 
glories of the summer. There may be a hay ride in the moonlight; a 
drive to the quaint little rustic church and two hours of old fashioned, 
refreshing service; everywhere the guest’s pleasure will be consulted, to 
the end that when the city man goes home it will be with the impression 
of a country life that is one long delight to tired nerves. — 

In winter in the city the process will be reversed for the country 
visitor. The city host and his family will give themselves up to the really 
hard task of piloting the country friend to the theaters and places of 


There are few things more comforting in illness than a good talk over 
its symptoms and its inconveniences. And do we not also know the diffi- 
culty of finding a sympathetic ear ready to listen to ou: jeremiads? Now, 
the first principle of this new school (may it soon:be here’) is that the doctor 
should take the place of a confessor, get at every detail as to the origin, 
the progress, and the present condition of the malady. He then confides 
to the patient that whicl has hitherto always beén composed for a-doctor’s 
own private reference or for a consultant's information—viz.: a history of 
the case. Just think of the new and delightful) sensation for a sickroom 
of reading over the history of your own case. : 

But that is not all. After being put in full possession, of all the pros 
and cons of your ailment you are brought into collaboration as to the reme- 
dies. If you need medicine you are told its constituents, its properties, and 
the effect it is likely to produce on your constitution. In a word, instead 
of being put “into the hands” of a doctor you are made his auxiliary, you 
learn the why and wherefore of everything connected with your illness; 
you are led to take, as it were, a professional interest in its progress, and 
that leads to the professional pride which renders you anxious to make a 


good case” of yourself. 


Perhaps here I had better quote the words of Drs. Camus and Pagniez, 
who have initiated this new principle: “ We think,” they say, “ that many 
patients would be able to pull themselves together, and even cure them- 
selves, did they know the exact nature of their illness; but being ignorant 
of it they often exaggerate; get to believe they are seriously ill and give 
themselves up to sickness as if it were fatality.” 

’ A great change, certainly, from the cabalistic authority and the sibylline 
utterances which were considered the correct “ bedside manner” for the 
old fashioned doctor. Yet there is nothing new under the sun—this simple 
idea of a sick person assisting in his or her own cure, which it has taken a’ 
couple of Frenchmen several hundred pages to elaborate, has often been

the structural material of which the locomotive engine is composed. 

The second class includes “ non-nitrogenous” foods, These are repre 
sented by fats, starches, and sugars. It may here be mentioned that all 
the starch we consume, in the shape of bread, potatoes tapioca, rice, ete., 
requires to be changed in the progress of digestion into sugar before it 
can be utilized by the body. Hence starches and sugars in respect of our 
nutrition mean practically the same thing. They represent our energy 
producers. There can be little doubt that out of the starches and sugars 
we consume—and of this material a considerable amount is taken each day 
—we develop the power of doing muscular work. Fat is also an energy 
producing food. Its chief function, however, is the development of heat, 
but as we may regard the production of heat as being synonymous with 
the development of energy, we may include fats, starches. and sugars to- 
gether as the foods out of which and from which is developed our working 
power. 

In addition to these foods we demand a large quantity of water each 
day, this fluid being necessary for the digestion of other foods, and because, 
being perpetually parted with by lungs, skin, and kidneys, it requires re- 
placement as an essential item in the composition of our living matter. 
The human body, indeed, consists by weight of two-thirds of water. 

Minerals also form an important part of our diet. They discharge 
certain important functions in connection with the digestion of foods, and 
are required in order to promote the due and proper passing of the blood. 
An excellent example of the necessity for mineral foods is. found in the fact 
that we require phosphate of lime when growing, in order to form our 
bones. Similarly we place comnibn salt on our tables because that mineral 
is a necessity for the perfection of the gastric juice of the stomach, while 
it also discharges other functions in the body. The absence of salts of 
potash from the f causes that disease formerly only too well known 
amongst sailors—namely: “ scurvy.” 2 

Turning now to the amounts of food which are required under different 
conditions of life, we find that the quality as well as the quantity of food 
necessarily varies according to age, while sex plays an important part in 
the determination of the amount of food required. Occupation is also 
another condition which has to be taken into account in connection with 
not merely the quantity but also the quality of the food consumed. Hence 
no rigid rule can be drawn with regard to the quantity of food consumed 
unless circumstances of the individual life are taken into account. 

It is the omission of this latter feature which renders unscientific dis- 
cussions regarding the amount of food required for our healthy support 
valueless. An excellent example of the regulation of the quantity of food 
consumed and of the selection of a particular quality with reference to

For the loving heart to which the 
message is indited they are, or ought to be, precious beyord words—some- 
thing sacred; to the outsider they will probably appear ridiculous and be 
treated accordingly. 

It is useless to advise lovers not to write of love; yet the advice is 
none the less good because it is seldom or never taken. For women 
especially prudence in writing to amy man, even a declared lover, cannot 
be too earnestly counseled. Much the more is it essential when there 
is no engagement of marriage betwéen the two. Under such circumstances 
no self-respecting woman will express her affection in words, whether 
spoken or written, Even when the lovers are engaged, wth the prospect 
of a speedy marriage, it is far better to be chary of endearments. Men 
prize most that of which they are least sure, and rarely fail to find a stimu- 
lant to desire in uncertainty. 

Too much sweet is apt to sicken; page after page of tender twaddie 
may weaken love, whereas a sprightly epistie, wherein one may read love 
between the lines, although there is no actual word of it, will go far to 
strengthen admiration and affection along with it. A letter may be tender, 
even loving, without being either silly or mawkish. “(Gush” is too often 
mistaken for sentiment, and many ardent lovers put too much flattery and

fight against the solemn head shakes, the portentous technical terms, and 
the confidence in medicine which distinguish his’colleagues. “He don’t

wouldn’t give me a bottle of medicine!” is the grateful verdict a doctor 
will often hear passed on his common sense methods. And he will, more- 
over, see the baby taken to a brother practitioner with less brains and less 
scruples, and the mother will be indulged with the luxury of a “ good” ery 
on the strength of a new diagnosis and made happy in the possession of 
two bottles of medicine with a promise to change them if they do not do 
the child good. 

Apropos of the public’s Jove of hanky-panky, and, indeed, of quackery 
in all its shades, I read an amusing instance recently: A man in a certain 
neighborhood was having a vogue for his remedies and cvres for certain 
diseases. He indulged in great display and was making plenty of money. 
At last a health official, suspicious of his qualifications, L.d him brought 
before the authorities and eharged with practicing medicine withont qualifi- 
cation. The prisoner asked to be allowed to make a private explanation to 
the judge. This was granted and he proved that he had medical qualifica- 


the work a human body has to perform is found in the case of prison 
dietaries. The scale, of feeding naturally varies according to the labor the 
prisoner is called upon to perform. The application of this principle to 
ordinary life can be readily estimated, seeing that two men living utterly 
different lives require not merely a diet of a different quality, but likewise 
require their food to be supplied in different amounts. 

A comparison of the food required per day for the suppért of a man 
doing ordimary work reveals certain interesting features. If we take the 
mean or average calculations derived from food tables compiled by three 
of the most distingwished physiologists who have investigated this question, 
and making no allowance for water either taken as water or for that con- 
tained chemically in the food, and likewise neglecting the question of any 
waste, we find the average amounts required by the man per day to work 
out as follows: Nitrogenous food 4.31 ounces, fats 3.53 ounces, starches 
and sugars 11/71 ounces, and minerals 1.00 ounce. The tctal water free 
food per day thus amounts to 20.55 ounces. 

If the man is put, on the other*hand, to hard work and the diet caleu- 
lated under the same circumstances—that is to say, the amount of nutritive 

material which must be placed absolutely at the service of his body—it 
would represent a total of from 26.7 to 31 ownces. Nitrogenous foods 
would be given to the extent of 6 to 7 ounces, fats from 3% to 44% ounces, 
starches and sugars from 16 to 18 ounces, and the minerals from 11-3 to 
1% ounces. Here we find illustrated the general principle that where the 
human engine is called upon to perform a greater amount of work we must 
stoke it accordingly. Having thus obtained a standard of average for 
ordigary and hard work, it is obvious that the answer to the question 
“do we eat tao much?” will depend materially upon the circumstances of 
the individual life. 

The sedentary man does not require the same amount of food as the 
hewer of wood and the drawer of water working hard with his muscles, but 
what is of vastly greater importance is the recognition of the fact that the 
brain worker and sedentary liver requires his food presented to him in a 
shape much more readily adapted for easy digestion than the man who 
may be described as the toiler and moiler. Your country plowman may 
make a hearty and substantial meal off bread and cheese, a form of food 
which, both as regards its quality and its quantity, would be utterly indi- 
gestible by the city man. We see that the question of feeding, therefore, 
does not resolve intself so much into a question of quantity as really into 
a question of quality of food, but that condition, Which certainly operates 
most definitely in so far as the question of overeating is concerned, is 
that represented by the question of age. 3

rence of extreme stoutness or corpulence, remarks that many persons 
neglect the important physiological rule that the need of food naturally 
diminishes with advancing years, just as the capacities for digesting and 
assimilating and duly utilizing food diminish also. He adds that “it is 
difficult to make a man of 40 understand that he cannot properly utilise 
and adequately dispose of as much food as he used to when 30, or a man 
of 50 as much as when he wag 40; so that a diet which would not be ia 
any way excessive at the former age, becomes distinctly excessive and 
productive of undesirable corpulence on the liver.” 

It is of importance, therefore, to recognize the great law that with 
advancing age the quantity of food required diminishes simply because 
the working power of the body itself decreases, and the human engine 
therefore requires less stoking. We may also note that a wise selection 
of foods forms another important item in connection with the question 
whether or not we eat too much. For example, if a person takes tach day 
only half an ounce of sugar over the amount which is necessary for him, 
and this sugar be stored up in the body as fat, we should fifid him to repre- 
sent an increase of weight per annum of over eleven pounds, amounting 
in five years to four stones of inerease. Here again we find illustrated 
the important principle that the quality of food should be regulated by the 
circumstances of the individual life. Just as the thin, spare, and lean per 
son may take a fair allowance of starch and sugar, and especially fat, asa 
heat forming food, so the person who is inclined to make flesh, so to speak, 
on little food will require to adopt the opposite regimen, and a spare dietary 
in the latter case will be found to be that which is most productive of 
health. 

After all, it is the wise individual regulation of life connected with foods 

*and drinks which alone can guide it in the pathways 
of health. Each person is a law unto himself or 
herself, not merely in the matter of foods and drinks, 
bm even of the drugs by aid of whien the physician 
treats our diseases. It is undenieble that the 
tendency of our age lies in the direction of luxury, 
overfeeding appearing naturally as part and parcel 
of the luxurious mode of livmg in which too many 
of us indulge. Those who have experienced the 
increased vigor both of body and mind. which results 
from the adoption of a dietary which is just sufficient 
for the due development of their bodily and mental 
work and no more, will readily testify to the fact 
that the man who overeats loses much of the rational 


enjoyment of life.

interesting question as to just what service 

t the commissioned ranks of the regular 

army in this country holds out to the young 
men as @ profession. 

“here is a universal impression among the 
epinitiated that Just so soon as a young man 
gesures his commission in the United States 
esmy he le bountifully provided for during 
ae rest of his life in all the things that go 
eo make life worth living. It is true that the 
emmy officer has a “ life job” when he gets 
tis commission, dependént upon his living 
up to the regulations; and he is in other ways 


‘shielded from many of the inconveniences 


of business life, but in the matter of finan- 

dal remuneration the officers of the junior 

grades do not receive enough to justify them 

to taking to themselves wives. At least this 

is the trend of Maj, Gen. Corbin’s statement. 
* 

_ In Debt on Entering Army. 

The young man who decides to follow the 
army as a career,in this country first se- 
cures his appointment to West Point, where 
he spends four years. While there he is at 
the expense of the government; he is provided 
with quarters and ig paid a salary that en- 
abies him with care and economy to pay his 
mess bills, buy his uniforms, and take care 
of the other expenses of life at the academy 
without the help of any other income. But | 
when he graduates at the end of his four 
years and acquires the title of second lieu- 
tenant, he at once becomes liable to an ex- 
penditure of from $200 to $400 for uniforms, 
sword, etc. 

If he has ne income save his pay the new- 
ly commissioned subaitern is apt to find him- 
self in debt to the extent of $500 at the outset 
of his career. With his pay what it is, he will 
find it hard to keep up with his living ex- 


" penses, and at the same time erase this in- 


debtedness. If he is married it is declared 


that it is practically impossible for him to do 
go for the first few years, and it is this fact 


that induces the commanding officer of the 


army to say the junior officers should not 
marry unless they have other sources of in- 


come than their pay.

Given a $400 or $500 debt to pay in the 
meantime, and it will be seen that t_.e qués- 
tion of making both engs meet is a trouble- 
some one. Gen. Corbin asserts that it is one 
that works harm to the career of the officer 
and the best interests of the service. 

So prevalent is debt among the young mar- 
vied officers of the army that it Is beginning 
to constiiute a serious menace to the service. 
4s one officer, a majar, put it: “Army 
fegulations were not made for married men, 
at least not for young married men. The at- 
tempt to support a wife and family upon a 
ieutenant’s.or captain's pay is keeping more 
than one fellow worrying day and night.”

Spends More than Civilian. 
after the second lieutenant has served five 
years his pay is advanced 10 percent. He 
then receives $128 a month, unmounted, and 
$187.50 if he has to keep a horse. This is 
about $30 a week, or, to compare it with the 
salaries of workers, it is commensurate with 
the pay received by the average commercial 
traveler, a good-engraver, or a skilled elec- 
tricilan.

How the Young Operator 
Advances in Railroadin 
By M. C. Keefe. : 


NG for a dispatcher on a railroad 
is only obtained by close attention to 
details on the part of the operator while 
working at a way station. The ambition 

' of nearly every young man who engers 
fis telegraph service is at some future'time 
i be able to fill the position of train dis-_ 
Maicher, and with this end in wiew he not only 
Whiches details in and about the station at 
Maich he is placed but listens attentively to 
(ie train wire, and in that way becomes fa- 
Millar with the general condition of the road 
and with the way the train dispatcher handies 
thé trains and business under his control. 

Such operators are soon noticed by the dis- 
Satcher for their promptness in answering 
their call and the intelligent way in which 

‘they give information regarding local condi- 
tions, which is essential for the prompt move- 
Ment of the trains. This attention to busi- 
hess is rewarded by the dispatcher reéom- 
Mending sich operators for promotion to 
larger and more important offices, and when 
Vacancies occur in the dispatching office these 
Men are invariably called in. 


Learning Dispatcher’s Trick. 
Here his duties bring him in close touch 
With the dispatcher and the train sheet. When 
Re ls placed beside the dispatcher as copying 
operator he comes in direct line of promotion. 
His duties then consist of copying in a book 
@yery order issued by the dispatcher and 
every message of instruction. When oper- 
Siors out on the line repeat the orders sent 
them he underscores the orders to see that 
Shey are repeated correctly as sent by the 
Gispatcher. He also assists the dispatcher to 
@heck up the orders as they are signed and 
pees that the operators do not neglect to give 
Menatures for all orders they hold for the 
Main receiving them. In this way he be- 
Somes familiar with the actual! duties of a 
@iepatcher, in fact, sharing his responsibili- 
Mes, as they are equally held responsible for 
the correct repetition and delivery of orders. 
\ A year’s training in this capacity equips 
MM© Operator with the ability and confidence 
M@ himself to take on the responsibility of a 
Stick. He is allowed ten days or two weeks

come. He must keep his wearing apparel as 


perfect as a tailor can make it, and if he is 
married he must do his share of the post en- 
tertaining. It is declared that the expenses 
incident to the army life are so many that 
the pay of the young officers is only enough 
for a single man. 

It is easier for him, too, to get into debt 
for household expenses than for the civilian. 
All a merchant wants to know is whether a 
man has a cOmmission, and he can have 
anything he wants on credit. They know 
that he has a life job and that they can force 
him to pay whenever they want to. Many 
@ good officer has had the starch taken out 
of him sweating blood for his creditors in 
order to keep away from the court martial. 

Undoubtedly there are officers of the lower 
grades who are saving something out of 
their pay, but there are far more who are in 
roverbial that all who follow 
the lead of Mars are apt to fall in love and be 
loved, and the romances wherein dashing 
young army officers figure are among the 
best known in fact and fiction. But if the 
word of senior officers is to be taken as true, 
these same romances often cause both 
parties to the contract much trouble and woe 
after their culmination, except where the 
officer has an outside income to supplement 

Advance Long in Coming. 

So comes the r endation of Gen, 
Corbin that the love affairs and marriages 
of the army be regulated by general orders 
to the effect that none may marry uniess 
he can prove to the secretary of war that 
his finances are in such shape as to justify 
such a course. And the question arises ag 
to how many years of service and what ad- 
vances in rank it will take before the offi- 
cer is in a position to marry. 

Some officers declare that he should not 
wed until he has attained to the rank of 
colonel. There his pay is $291.67 a month, 
and he is allowed a house for quarters. But 
when it is considered that the average 
service required in time of peace to ac- 
quire a colonelcy in the regular establish- 
ment is twenty-five years, this suggestion 
will find little favor. As the average age of 
the cadet at leaving West Point for his 
commission is 23 years, this would make a 
man 48 before it was right and proper for 
him to enter Into the state of wedéed 
blessedness. If the officer lives single for 
this long it is safe to say the habits of 
bachelorhood wif? be sd firmly rooted in 
him that he will give little thought to the 
problem of marriage. 

But many a captain is only 30 years old, and 
he is paid $150 a month. While this is not 
righ pay, it is said to be enough for a mar- 
ried man to maintain a moderate household 
upon and keep out of debt. How long it 
will take the army officer to rise from the 
rank of second lieutenant to that of cap- 
‘tain will vary with many things, but perhaps 
ten or twelve years will see the change. 
Tf there is a chance for active service all

It will be seen that, even in the highest 
grades, the remuneration is nothing to stag- 
ger the belief, and the issuing of any order 
regulating the marrying of subalterns will 
work an additional hardship on the officers. 
But it is not thought that the expressed 
opinion of the commanding general will have 
much effect in preventing marriages in the 
army for the present. How many men will 
wait until they are in their thirties and have 
the straps of a captain before they marry, 
when temptations to go and do otherwise are 
constantly strewn in their paths? 


and keep cool. Before a dispatcher is valua- 
ble to the company he must. know the 
capacity and conditions of every engine in 
service, know every grade on his division, 
and, above all, must know his men. He 
must.also know the different effects the 
weather conditions have upon the movement 


of trains. All this must be acquired by ex- 
perience, so that it Is usually three or four 
years before the dispatcher becomes com- 
petent to handle a division satisfactorily. In 
fact, the making of a dispatcher is an ex- 
pensive experiment and one that a great 
many railroads hesitate to indulge in, pre- 
ferring to employ experienced men with 
clear records to the making of dispatchers 
from among the young operators. Still the 


demand for dispatchers has increased to such | 


an extent, the source of supply being small, 
that the roads are compelled to train their 


own dispatchers. . 


Promotion Follows Capacity. 

The young man entering railroad service 
as an operator with the ambition of becoming 
a dispatcher has better opportunities of 
reaching his goal than tn any other known 
branch of business. Starting in as operator 
at $50 a month, serving two or three years in 
that capacity, and then one year (sometimes 
less) in a dispatcher’s office as operator ata 
salary ranging from $60 to $75 a month, when 
he is made dispatcher his salary will range 
from $100 to $145 a month. The next step in 
advance is to the position of chief dispatcher 
at $160 a month, with the trainmaster’s po- 
sition at $175 following. He is now in direct 
line for the larger positions, that of super- 
intendent coming next with a monthly salary 
of $800, and so on up to the top, where many 
of the most important offices are held by 
men who started as night operators and went 
through the various departments, promoted 
and pushing forward from time to time, fill- 
‘ing each. position successfully, and showing 
a marked degree of capacity for increased 
responsibilities. 

This is the only influence that counts in 
railroading, no matter what the pull or in- 
fluence is. No matter how many directors or

Planned, Make Millionaires. 
Bye Daniel H. Barron. 


USINESS success, measured by money, 
is always comparative. One man con- 
ducting a candy store may clear $5,000 
a year from the business, and yet not 
measure in business acumen with an- 

other dealer in candies who out of his limited 
opportunities is clearing only $500 a year 
from the business. 

“There are two types of successful busi- 
ness men,” is the dictum of an observer of 
men. ‘“ One goes along carefully, takes the 
minimum of risk, and succeeds moderately 
well. The other judiciously takes large risks, 
embarks on bold projects after lengthened 
and eareful consideration, and probably be- 
comes a millionaire.” 

It will be noted that the observer of men 
and things considers both the types success- 
ful. His own judgment in the observation 
may have been on the side of the man who 
takes the minimum of risk and reaps mod- 
erateness In his success. At the same time 
the world’s admiration will be with the other 
type, which makes the Napoleonic moves of 
the financial world, In public opinion this 
doer of great things will have been born to 
it, the hero of business; the capable con- 
ductor of the smiall affairs of life may enjoy 
his comfortable fortune with half his ac- 
quaintances referring to the commonplace 
route by which he came into It. 

Yet to the philosopher, Sir Isaac Newton 
tackled as great a problem in attempting to 
discover the reason for the apple’s falling 
down instead of up as Columbus did in start- 
ing on his first voyage in proof that the earth 
was round. , | 


Inspired to Large Undertakings, 

There are few doubters of the statement 
that in the Napoleons of the business world 
inspiration may cut as large a figure as it 
has cut in the histdries of men famous in 
the arts and sciences and revolutions of the 
world. Columbus started out on his west- 
ern voyage to the east for the reason that 
he had figured the route as possible in his 
own mind. James J. Hill, president of the 
Great Northern railroad, for instance, left 
off cutting wood and rails in the Canadian 
woods to becomé an “ empire builder,” not 


because he had ever done any building of ~ 


the kind but because somewhere in his sub- 
conscious nature he felt the impulse calling. 
Hill's ease is strikingly illustrative of this 
greater type spoken of by the philosopher. 
No doubt it was the first of Hill’s “ ju- 
diciously taking large risks,"" when his broth- 
er and the friend of the two, resting upon 
their axes in the Canadian autumn woods, 
heard “Jim” announce that he was done 
cutting rails. Kinsman and friend united 
to dissuade him from the step. Both of 
these dissenters are still small farmers and 
James J. Hill ie said to be worth $100,000,000. 
They, could not see, as Hill saw, nor did 
they have the Hill inspiration, which was 
more. To doubt the Hill inspiration is to 
throw meaninglessness into his accomplish- 
ments. That a boy, born in a log cabin in 
the north woods and unfamiliar with the 
ways of the world, ignorant of the first prin- 
Cipies of railroading even when 
had few developed principies, and yet nurs 
ing in his heart the necessities for transpor- 
tation into the heart of the Red river country 
of the north, should finally accomplish that 
which the financiers of his time called mad- 
ness, is something bordering upon the pro- 
phetic. 


Gifted with Prophetic Foresight. 
Oddly enough Jim Hill has been called one 
of the pioneers of the country. Students of 
the railway problems of the country have 
aaid that he could not have ventured into the 
developed and developing east and made the 


success that cante to him in the track break- 
ing to the Pacific coast country. But pioneer 
as he was, he saw the necessity for more than 
the trails of the Red river carts, and in 1862 
he was behind the building of the first ten 
miles of railway in Minnesota. This line con- 
nected St. Paul with the riverside at St. 
Anthony, and the Hill expectations are seen 
in its title of the St. Paul and Pacific railway. 

Always it was the need of the Red river 
country for transportation that appealed to 
Hill. When the 8t. Paul and Pacific showed 
itself inadequate and when further buliding 
was slow, he saw the advantages of river 
transportation to Winnipeg in competition 
with the steamers of the Hudson Bay com- 
pany. When the two steamship lines were 
consolidated in 1872 Hill turned again to the 
railroad project, seeing plainer than ever the 
needs, present and future, of the northwest 
country. 

But the St. Paul and Pacific railroad, 
though a little longer in miles, was tremend- 
ously deeper in debt, the figures placed at 
$30,000,000 at a time when $30,000,000 meant 
more than ten times that sum would mean 
now. The track and rolling stock were in 
bad shape, and the credit of the company 
was almost nothing. The Canadian Pacific

Knew Ground , Thoroughly.

It meant five years of consecrated work 
for the northern rail splitter to organize the 
Great Northern company. . Its stockholders 
were for the most part in Holland and the 
shares had gone down until they sold for a 
song. Hill's road was building after the tim- 
ber of the northwest, seemingly regardless 
of the proposition of sending the cars back 
empty for 2,000 miles. When he was building, 
too, the rate on lumber from the coast to 
St. Paul was 60 cents a hundred pounds. 

When the road was completed into Puget 
Sound in 1893, Hil discovered that there was 
no profit to the lumbermen in shipping at 
such a rate to the east. He asked what rate 
would leave a profit, and was told W cents a 
hundred. Hill went to Chicago, made his in- 
vestigations, and returned to the coast, an- 
nouncing a flat rate of 40 cents to St. Paul. 

Madness? The charges were more widely 
circulated against him. Here was his road, 

-completed without subsidy of any kind, 
traversing a new country for the most part 
where freights could not originate, and yet 
at the outset making a lumber cut one-third 
under the existing tariff, with the prospect 
of sending his empty cars from the east, 2,000 
miles to the coast for reloading! But the 
philosopher quoted at the beginning of this 
article, referring to the type, describes one 
who “ judiciously takes large risks, embarks 
on bold projects after lengthened and careful 
consideration, and probably @ecomes a 
millionaire.*’ 


Develops Oriental Trade. 
Hill's judiciousness was to be proved. 
This proof was conceded by some of the 
wiser critice when Hil) turned to the oriental 
trade as the thing to fill his west bound cars. 
The awakening of Japan and his hopes for 
Chine and for Russian territory in Asia led 
first to the establishment of a Japanese 


the company banked more surely upon this 
Asiatic trade by floating its own ocean car- 
riers that. should develop the trade of the 
orient and make the radiroad an internation- 
al as well as interstate carrier. 

But that a man may see big things and yet 
not overlook some of the smaller essentials 
is shown in the character of Hill.. Just when 
his whole soul was wrapped up in the com- 
pletion of the Northern Pacific he discovered 
that the farmers who had followed the line of 
the road into the wilderness of the Dakotas 
were discouraged over the failure of wheat 
crops. His remedy for the condition was 
diversity of interests on the farms. To en- 
courage the spirit he bought nearly 900 head 
of thoroughbred polled Angus and shorthorn 
bulls and more than 9,000 thoroughbred hogs, 
which he caused to be distributed among the 
farmers along the line. This at once stimu- 
lated interest in the cattle business until 
today it is with satisfaction that President 
Hill sees more hogs and cattle come into St. 
Paul over his line than over any of Its com- 
petitors.

Watches for Possibilities. 

The iron ores of the Mesaba range attract- 
ed Hill's attention in 1890. The purchase of 
the logging road of Wright & Davis on the 
western Mesaba made a connection for his 
northern division with the chief iron town of 
Hibbing. The logging road was of standard 


. gauge, and the Great Northern at once in- 


vaded the territory just in time to reap a 
harvest. Geveral thousand acres of barrens 
went with the road, and with these acres the 
Mahoning mine as the chief attraction in the 
purchase. 

Within a week, it is said, Hijl received an 
offer of $10,000,000 for his new property, and 
since that time the new croppings of ore and 
the Increasing riches shown in the Mahoning 
have led capitalists to offer $20,000,000 for the 
mie.

Big Difference in Wages. 

The cigarmaker is paid by the thousand 
cigars. The scale of pay varies with the 
quality of cigar that he is making, the size, 
etc. The minimum paid for any grade of 
cigar is $8.50 a thousand, the maximum about 
$66. There is no stipulation in regard to 
speed among the organized workers of this 
craft. Each man can do as much as he 
wishes and earn what he pleases. He can 
work leisurely and earn small wages or 
“speed up” and earn more. There is per- 
haps no trade or any kind of organized labor . 

“where there is. wide a discrepancy in the 
wages of workers working under similar con- 
ditions and rates. 

Chicago ranks third in the number of cigar- 
makers employed in the cities of this coun- 
try. New York is first and Tampa, where 
practically the only industry is cigar making, 
is second. But Chicago is the home of the 
factory that pays the highest rate for the. 
work of the cigarmaker of any in the country. 
This rate is approximately §70 a thousand 
and is not approached by any other factory. 
The class of cigars for which this rate is 
paid is of an exceptional kind. Not only are 
they of excellent material, but their size is 
nearly twice that ‘4 the oe cigar. 


Earn of $15. 

While it requires much more time, care, 
and skill to turn out this class of work in a 
manner satisfactory to the manufacturer, 
the men working at it are so skilled and swift 
in their workthat they nearly equal in num- 
bers the work of the man employed on ordi- 
nary goods. They are the aristocrats of the 
profession, and there are comparatively few 
of them. The pay of the average worker in 
this trade is $12 to $15 a week. There is such 
a@ great surplusof mediocre work in the trade 
that the fine wages of the select few are mini- 
mized when the aggregate is summed. 

The skill and speed required to earn the 
higher class of wages is great. The men who 
make these wages are marvels at their work, 
their fingere and tools moving with such 
speed and effect as to be bewildering to the 
observer. Supple, nimble fingers, and the 
ability for swift, constant application at high 
speed are requisites to the man who wishes 
to earn high wages. Stil] the ordinary work- 
er, working as he does all the year, makes 
wages on the whole quite satisfactory. | 


ERHAPS there is no fruit or vegetable 
that comes regularly to the table of 
the householder of whose origin, man- 
ner of growth and cultivation, and 
habitat the average person is so lit- 

tle familiar with as the cranberry. With the 
advent of autumn and the cold weather which 
presages Thanksgiving and turkeys, cran- 
berry sauce becomes an active subject for the 
consideration of the commission men who 
handle the fruit of this city as well as to the 
boy who glories in the contemplation of him- 
self lathered to the ears’ in the red juice of 
this popular accompaniment to the holiday 
turkey. 

Tradition has marked: the cranberry and 
turkey as gastronomic articles that go hand 
In hand. Beginning in New England, where 
the berry was first cultivated, the custom of 
serving cranberry sauce with the bird of 
Thanksgiving has spread until now it is an 
actual necessity to the successful completion 
of holiday gorge where turkey is served, 
from one corner of the land of the free to the 
other. But when it comes to knowing what 
the cranberry ts, where and how it is grown, 
and the many other things incident to Its 
culture and harvest, the average person is 
quite ignorant.

picked by whoever finds their way to them 
first. This is perhaps more in accordance 
‘with the usual idea of the matter, for the 
cranberry is seldom regarded by the layman 
as a cultivated agricultural product. Both 
of the instances cited, however, are facts in 
the case of cranberries et al, 

At present the receipts of cranberries are 
a little over 100 barrels a week. Later, when 
the helidays approach, this will be multiplied 
by a hundred, South Water street forecasting 
the total amount to be handled here this year 
at 150,000 bushels. This is about one-eighth 
of the estimated crop for the entire country 
and about one-half of what will be handled 
in New York. 


Cape Cod Product Best. 

Cape Cod is the center of the cranberry in- 
dustry in this country. Here on the low 
lying moors the land is especially adapted 
for this kind of farming, and years of experi- 
ence and adaptation have resulted in the 
Cape Cod fruit being made the reddest, 
rosiest, and richest in appearanee, and as 
color and appearance is what goes to make 
the cranberry popular, Cape Cod is given 
the palm for excellence in this line. , 

In New Jersey also much land is given over 
to cranberry raising, but the Jersey product 
does not approach that of Massachusetts as 
to quality. Themethods of raising this berry 
vary with the land the farmer has to work 
with. Invariably he must have low lying 
and rich ground if he is to make the business 
a profitable venture. In some places the 
earth of the bogs is so loose that It must be 
given a coat of sand before it is fit to receive 
the berry plants. In other places all that is 
necessary is to ditch the fleld and provide 
sluice gates and water so the ground may 
be flooded at frequent intervals, a process 
that is necessary everywhere to the raising 
of a full crop. 

The east is practically the only place where 
the improving of the ground through addi- 


employs 200 men. The rest of.the business 
is in the hands of minor ¢Stablishments, 
running from the place that employs fifty 
men to the little shop in the back of the 
cigar store, where five or six men are em- 
ployed.

Raising Cranberries on the 
Marshes of the 
By Henry C. Powell. 


tions of sand and replanting of the moors is 
resorted to. Here in the middle west, Wis- 
consin, Michigan, and Minnesota, in the or- 
der named, being the only states that pro~- 
duce this fruit to any extent, the land which 
is at all adapted to this kind of farming is 
sufficiently heavy t® produce excellent re- 
sults with little artificial aid save that of 
the water ditch and sluice gate. . 
Wisconsin in particular, with its many 
swampy sections, has hundreds of acres of 
unused marshes that could be profitably util- 
ized for cranberry culture. While the crop 
of this state far exceeds that of Michigan 
and Minnesota combined, its possibilities in 
this ine have only begun to be developed. 
The limitless Horicon marshes near Berlin, 
Wis., may, be set down as the center of the 
industry in the west. Here the berries orig- 
inally grew wild, but by cultivation and 
propagation of the best species of the plants 
the farmers have raiséd these giant marshes 
from ordinary water coveréd moors with. 
berries growing only in occasional patches 
to well ordered and managed fields, which 
in some places show solid fields of Vines a 


mile in length. 


How Berries Are Grown. 
Cranberries grow on vines about the height 
of a’ blueberry bush, but possessing none of 
the strength in their branches of that bush. 


‘They grow like marsh grass, as close to each 


other as the strength of the ground will 
Allow, and in an old marsh fairly cover the 
grounds with their vines. In the autumn 
before the pickers start work a fertile cran- 
berry marsh is carpeted with a cover of dark 
red which nearly obscures,the grasses upon 
which the berries grow. 

The first process in the forming of cran- 
berry ground in Wisconsin is to dig canals 


‘ and ditches from some nearby lake or river, 


so that water may be run on to the marsh 
when necessary. This in itself is an expen- 
sive process. Then it will take three years 
or more of careful, intelligent, and hard 
work before the marsh is ready to yield a 
profitable harvest. After the vines have 
begun bearing, however, the woes and 
troubles of the cranberry farmer are over, ax 
there is apparently no limit to the years that 
they will continue to propagate themselves 
and yield good crops on the same plece of 
ground. All that he must watch Is that the. 
marsh has enough water and enough drought 
and his crop is assured. It is necessary to

keep the ground under water for a week in 
the spring and frequently for tae same length 
of time in the fal! to avoid frosts. 


Picking Ie Siow Work. 
The harvesting of the cranberry crop af- 


‘fords a problem the successful solution of 


which through mechanical means holds out 
the offer of a fortune to some one. At pres- 
ent the work is all done by hand. The pick- 
ing in the nearby states begins in October, 
when the vines aré dead and the fruit ripe. 
The pickers work on their hands and knees, 
or, where the bushes are exceptionally thick, 
they sit squatted. The mode of picking isto 
take the stem of the vine bet ween the fingers 
and strip it upwards, taking with the berries 
leaves and small branches. The picker 
works until the space within reach has been 
cleared, then. moves to the center of an- 
other patch. 

The work of picking is slow and tedious 
and the cranberry farmer must hire a great 
number of help in order to get it done before 
cold weather sets in. cm a large marsh at 
times 200 men, women, and children are seen 
crawling their way over the ground, leaving 
behind them a swath of green that contrasts 
strangely with wer red — them. 


Crop Yields Good Profits. 

The yield of an acre of cranberry marsh 
in good years compares favorably with any 
crop. It is comfnon for a farmer to get 100 
bushels from one acre of ground, and the 
price of the berries varies from $1 a bushel 
to $2. However, as it coste about a cent a 
quart for the picking, it will be seen that, 
computing the costs of barrels, etc., the 
earnings of the farmer are cut down consid- 
erably. 

This year will be good for the man engaged 
in cranberry culture. The crop is fair and 
the prices will be about the average. It Is 
expected that the prices will open at $6 to $8 
a barrel; and maintain this standard for 
the season. There are a hundred quarts in 
the barrel. Counting the cost of picking and 
packing, the farmer should this year clear 
from $4 to $6 on each barrel that he sends 
out. If he has much land that yields 100 
bushels or more to the acre he will make 
good profits. But it takes years of cultiva- 
tion to bring a marsh up to the standard 
where it will yield thus, and, besides,

He reasons that being 
all his own it is not necessary that he should 
account to himself for every cent he spends 
and how he spends it.

As one man expressed 
himself to me, he tried that for a while and 
got so infernally mean over it that he was 
afraid to buy acigar. Nor is this penny split- 
ting necessary. It is, however, necessary 
that personal and business expenses be kept 
strictly separated, and this can be simply 
accomplished by simply drawing your week’s 
wages regularly, the same as you pay the 
rest of your help. Your sustenance is rightly 
a charge agdinst the expense account and 
should be entered as such: Petty expenses, 
such,.as carfares, etc., are also part of the 
running expense,‘ and here, also, it is not 
necessary to burden the account with a mul- 
titude of entries. Taking a certain amount, 
say $5 at-a time, and making an entry to 
petty cash will answer every practical pur- 
pose.

of running your business. Any man who 
has ‘thus figured up the cost of conducting 
his business for the first time will be much 
surprised at the result. The remainder of 
his assets over his labilities, or, rather, the 
difference of this remainder over that of a 
previous accounting, will be the legitimate 
profit. It is impossible to arrive at a satis- 
factory knowledge of legitimate profit with- 
out drawing up a statement of affairs period- 
leally. The oftener this is done and compari- 
son made with similar previous statements 
the closer will be the touch with your busi- 
ness arid the better will you be able to direct 
it to a profitable result. This should bedone 
at least once a year. Without it it will be

powerful magnet is necessary for overcom- 
ing the force of the spring, so that the catch 
is not responsive to magnets other than those 
of the proper strength. Being purposely 
covered with several turns of wire conspicu- 
ously arranged, the magnet has received the 
appropriate name “electric key.” Another 
type ig arranged to be opened by the heating 
effect of current, from a cell or several small 
cells upon a fusible wire, which serves asa 
mechanical means of holding closed a catch 
which a conveniently located spring tends to 
throw open at all times. The fuses are de- 
signed so as to be easily replaced, and ad- 
ditional ones may bé kept on hand for re- 
locking the bank after its contents have been 
removed. The amount of energy required to 
meit the fuses is comparatively insignificant, 
so that the cells will. be adequate for all 
service to which the bank will be put.

Planto . tween high and low tide of 
Dam the eighteen or twenty feet, all 
Thames. larger vessels must be 
handled in docks: which can 

be closed by tidal gates. The object of this 
commission is to devise means for doing 
away with this inconvenience, and thus in- 
creasing the shipping facilities of the port. 
Among the plans presented is one of con- 
structing @ great dam across the Thomas 
from Gravesend to Tilbury. This would 
convert the river into a great inland lake 
extending from Gravesend to Richmond. At 
the point selected for the dam the river bea 
is of fine chalk, and the structure would give 
a navigable depth of thirty-five feet at 
Gravesend and thirty-two feet at London 
bridge, without any dredging. The proposed 
dam would be of concrete, granite faced, and 
the four locks 300, 600, 700, and 1,000 feet, ana 
from 80 to 100 feet wide. The estimated 
cost is $18,200,000. As all the docks could 
be left open there would be an annual sav- 
ing of $250,000 in the cost of operating the

The reason lay simply in the lecithin contained in the 
yolks.

Dr. H. W. Wiley, the government's ehief chemist, and 
his assistant, Dr. Maxwell, have performed some elaborate 
experiments with the “ grow stuff,"’ Bo, Wkewise, have Dr, 
Koch of the University of-Chieage and Dr, Danilewsky of 
Paris, who have utilized many kinds of animals, from frogs 
to chickens, in their investigations. They found that pup- 
pies fed with regular doses of lecithin net only grew faste: 
than pups reared in the ordinary way, but were stronger, 
more lively, developed thicker and silkier hair, and seemed 
te be perceptibly more intelligent. In order to avoid error as 
fay as possibile the puppies were invariably taken from the 
game litters, some being dosed and others not, and, apart 
from the special treatment, were brought up under exactly 
the same conditions. 
Dr. Danilewsky found that tadpoles dosed with lecithin 
grew much faster than pollywogs which did not have the 
treatment, while frogs’ eggs placed in water containing one 


_ fifteen-hundredth part of the substance gained in fifty-four 


days 300 per cent more in weight than other eggs of tite 
same batch in ordinary water. In other words, the lecithin 
eggs grew four times as fast. Similar results were obtained 
by Prof. Shinkishi Hatai of the University of Chicago. . 


Grow 60 Per Cent Faster. 
Dr. Koch tried the “ grow stuff’’ upon guinea pigs and 


pats. Having boiled the lecithin in distilled water to make it 


sterile he administered it te the animals through the mouth 
and by injecting it beneath the skin im different series of 
experiments. The animals under trigl were invariably of 
the same litter, were fed on’ the same kind of food (a plain 
vegetable diet of eorn, carrots, and cabbage), and were 
weighed every two days. Taking an average it was found 
that the lecithin rats grew 60 per cent faster than the rats 
reared in the ordinary way, and it was about the same with 
the guinea pigs. 

The results obtained by Dr. Koch indicated that the 
“ grow stuff" worked better when given by the mouth than 
when administere@ hypodermically. This ought to be con- 
sidered fortunate, inasmuch as children, if their growth is te 
be. encovraged by such means, will find it much eaafer to 
swallow the doses than to take them in the ether way. Dr. 
Danilewsky found that: doses given once in five hours served 
the purpose with young chickens, the development ef whicn 
was markedly aecelerated by the medicine; but as yet the 
trials have not been extended to bables, and much remains 
to be learned in regard to the best methods of treatment 
for growing boys and girls, 


How Lecithin Stimulates Growth, 
One of the most interesting cenclusions drawn by Dr. 
Danilewsky is that lecithin acts upon the brain. Indeed,

Drs. Wiley and Maxwell have performed some interesting | 
experiments with eggs to find out what becomes of the 
phosphorus in the leeithin of the yolk. It was a difficult 
problem of chemical analysis, but its solution proved that 
during the process of ineubation the organic phosphorus of 
the lecithin is transformed into the inorganic phosphorus 
of the bones of the chick, is was ascertained beyond 
question by analyging first the fresh egg and afterwards 
analyzing a newly hatehed ehicken.
